We have received notice of a Starred (^jestion 
J y , No , 4044 for 12.3.87 tabled by Shri Kapil Verma, MP, 
regarding fresh examination into disappearance of Netaji. 
The Question reads as followsj- 

Will the Prime Minister be pleased to state: - 

(a) whether the Government proposes to 
re-examine the case of disappearance of 
Netaji Subhash dose as claimed by 
Prof. V.L. Talekar, Convenor of Netaji 
Research foundation? 

(b) whether it is correct that the Rajasthan 
High Court had on January 18, last year 
directed the Union Government to examine 
afresh with an open mind the disappearance 
of Netaji* if so, what steps have been taker 
in this connection. 


We have checked up our records from 1.1.86 but 
there are no previous papers available with us. As the 
subject matter is the concern of Ministry of External 
Affairs we may, if approved, transfer the Question to 
them.

3, In 1966, on the representation of 350 MPs, Smt. Indir. 
Oan r, hi appointed the Khosla Commission, However the 
report °f this Commission was incomplete and was 
disapproved and set aside by the Government. It was 
declared that there was no cogent reason to believe the 
s^ry of the alleged plane crash and the death of N<=taji 

4. f'r . Nakason®, the Prime Minister and Gen. Fujiwara of 
Japan visited India and requested the Govt, to bring 
hack the 'so called* ashes of Netaji from the Renkoji 
""amp 1,5, Tokyo. This was not agreed to, 

R, lr , Napd Lai Sharma, President of the Netaji Subhash 
Qia n d r a Rose Research Foundation, Rajasthan had filed 
a writ petition in the High Court in Rajasthan and the 
High court had directed the Govt, to "examine afresh 
with a p open mind" the disappearance of Netaji. 

Shri Jain says that certain individuals are 
c^nsplrino to mislead the Government in this matter. 

He submits that the story of the plane crash has no leg 
to stand on and the ashes kept in Renkoji Temoie are

The serial ’Raj ‘so Swaraj ’ has been produced by 
an outside Producer Dr, Nisssr-Allana , an eminent theatre 
personality. Usual procedure was followed while approving 
this proposal. The Producer had assured Doordarshan that

he had undertaken detailed research work and had also taken 
t ‘ the help even of persons connected with INA. After the 

telecast of the first episode of the INA trial which gave 
'the background to the trial, some representations were 
received that Metaji had not been properly portrayed. V'hat 
had uteri shown in the serial was that after giving seme 
g o od neve to his colleagues Me ta ji asked for drinks. Who n 
he saw Col. >,i 1. Ion drinking juice, he asked him the reasons 
to which Col. b>.iiion replied that he had taken an oath 
that ho would not touch alcohol till India attained 
Independence , To which Metaji replied "Rravo".

NOTE FOR SUPPLEMENTRRIES 

9 The Scheme of sponsored programme on Doordarshan was 

introduced in July, 1984 when the first sponsored serial 
'Hum Log’ was started. This programme became immensly 
popular with audience and since then Doordarshan has received 
a large number of proposals for sponsored serials. The 
number of proposals received by Doordarshan is 1675, 
Doordarshan Stopped registration of fresh proposals with 
effect from 7,5,86 in view of the large number of rending 
proposals. It is always the endeavour of Doordarshan to see 
that sponsored programme are not only entertaining but also 
contain some social message. As regards quality of these 
programmes, even after the concept of serial is approved, the 
producer is required to prepare a Pilot of the first episode. 
Only after this Pilot is approved, a serial is accepted for 
telecast, 

2. Regarding criticism about sponsor ed programme being 
Urban Oriented . 

It is not correct to soy that all sponsored programmes 
are urban oriented. It is the objective and endeavour of 
Doordarshan that sponsored programmes should be made to suit 
the interest of common viewer including those from rural 
areas. Most of the serials on Doordarshan attempt to bring 
light hearted entertainment to viewers. In most of these 
serials, social messages ore packed into entertainment format, 
Thoro aro a number of sponsored programmes oriented towards 
common men including those in rural areas. Moreover, 
Doordarshan has now assigned some ambitious serials to eminent 

outside producers on 'Ramayana* and 'Mahabharata ' which will

also bo equally of interest to rur?.l folk as well as to 
urban audience. As such, the s ponsdrod programmes of 
Doordarshon do have an imprint of social and cultural life 
style of majority of the people in the country and it is 
not proper to say that these are only urban oriented, 

3 • Regarding criticism of alleged corruption in the 

Selection of Sponsored Programmes . 

There have boon articles in the Press alleging favouritism, 
nepotism/corruption about selection of s ponsorod programmes 
and their telecast on Doordorshan. So far as, Government 
is concerned, adequate steps have been taken to ensure 
uniformity and objectivity in the matter of selection of 
serials. The decisions are required to be taken on merits 
and factors such as production values, format, nature of the 
story line etc. Revised guidelines for sponsored programmes 
have boon framed and Government have also issued rules 
relating to the constitution of panel for assessment and 
approval of sponsored programmes. The panel will also include 
two non-official members who will be eminent persons from 
within the field of Education, Art and Culture, Women and 
Children welfare. Youth Welfare and Sports and Science, 

The programmes are to be accepted on the basis of their merit 
i,e. theme, viewers appeal etc. and these are governed by 
Code for Commercial Advertising on TV. 

4 • R egarding delay in the approval of proposals for serial s. 

In the beginning, there were very few proposals and, 
therefor, the ones, which were considered of high potential 
were processed quickly by Doordarshon, Tho situation has 
changed drastically and now Doorc’arshan is flooded with 
largo number of proposals, A s a result of this, proposers 
have to wait in the queue. 
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Procedure for approval of Sponsore d Se rials: 


ty Under the sponsorship scheme, the producers/proposers are 
required to submit the following details 

1. Overall story line/concept 

2. Synopsis of 1 to 1 3 episodes 

3. Detailed script of first episode 

4. Details of production team - Director, Cameraman, 
Scriptwriter, proposed cast etc. 

The proposal is considered by the Selection Committee and in 
the first instance concept/idea is approved. The producer is asked 
to produce a pilot which is previewed by the Selection Committee 
before giving final approval of tba serial. After approval of the 
pilot, the producer is asked to go ahead with the production and 
tie-up the sponsorship. The responsibility of scripting and 
research remains with the producer. The telecast material is, 
however, previewed before telecast at the appropriate level. 


The serial ’Raj Se Swaraj 1 ; 

The sponsored serial 'Raj Se Swaraj' is produced by 
Dr. Nissar-Allana , an outside producer. The following famous 
trials relating to India's freedom struggle was approved:- 

(1) Trial of Bal Gangadhar Tilak - 4 episodes 

(2) Trial of Mahatma Gandhi - 4 episodes 

(3) Trial of INA — 5 episodes 

(4) Trial of Bhagat Singh - 3 episodes 


A The producer of the serial had assured Doordarshan that he 
would be producing it after thorough research work and he is taking 
help of important persons connected with the history in this 
regard. The responsibility of research relating to authenticity 
of the scripts rests with the producer. 


* 


'Raj Se Swaraj' is a sponsored serial produced by Dr. Nissar 
Allana, an eminent theatre personality. The serial relates to some 
famous court trials in recent Indian history. The first part related 

to the trial of Bat Gangadhar Tilak (4 episodes), the second to the trial 

of Mahatma Gandhi (4 episodes), and the third to the trial of INA (5 

episodes). While approving the proposed serial, Doordarshan had taken 
Into consideration the asurance of the producers that they would produce 
this programme after thorough research work and also with the help 
of persons connected with the INA. After the telecast of the first 
episode of the INA trial which gave the background to the trial, some 

representations were received that Netaji had not been properly portrayed. 
Enquiry reveals that what had been shown in the serial was that after 
giving some good news to his colleagues, Netaji asked for drinks. When 
he saw Col. Dhillon drinking juice, he asked him the reason to which 
Col. Dhillon replied that he had taken an oath that he would not touch 
alcohol till India attained Independence. To which Netaji replied "Bravo". 
Later, in a subsequent scene a waiter serves Juices of various types 

to both Netaji and Capt. Lakshmi Swaminathan. It is not a fact that 

Netaji has been shown offering liquor in the episode. Keeping in view, 
however, the feelings and sentiments expressed by a cross section of 
the people that the impression they got was that Netaji was taking 
or encouraging alcoholic drink and, therefore, he had not been properly 
depicted, the Doordarshan feels sorry for the same. Hence it has been 
decided not to re-telecast this episode with the above scene in future. 
Further, the scene is also being deleted from the video tape even for 

our archival purposes. The Minister of State for Information and 
Broadcasting has also directed that special care should be taken by 

Doordarshan while telecasting programmes on national leaders. 

The above facts may be taken into consideration while deciding 
the admissibility of the Calling Attention Motion. 

A Starred Question on this subject, being Starred Question 
No.60 has been answered in the Rajya Sabha on 6.11.1986. 

The above has been seen and approved by the Minister of 
State for Information & Broadcasting.

The * Indian Independence 
functioned from Burma till 1945* 
business transactions with the then Government of 
Japan and especially supplied raw materials for 

the war oriented industries in Japan* In exchange 
ofe these supplies, the Japanese Government used to 
supply arms, ammunition and equipment to the Indian 
National Army led by Subhas Chandra Bose. The 
•Indian Independence League* was financed by the 
Indians serving or settled in South East Asia. It 
is stated that the Japanese Government had paid 
Rs.48 crores to the 'Indian Independence League* in 
1945 for copper supplied to them by the League in 
1944. The Japanese Government had deposited the 

money in the Azad Hind Bank, Rangoon. On conclusion 
of World War-II and defeat of the INA, the Burmese 
Government had taken over the property of the Azad 
Hind Bank and the 'Indian Independence League*. It 
is said that in 1950, the Burmese Government had 
transferred the amount of Rs.48 crores which was 
seized from Azad Hind Bank, Rangoon. This amount 
is learnt to have been received by the Reserve 
Bank of India, When the INA personnel formed the 
'All India Azad Hind Fauj Association*, they starte 
demanding that the money be used for construction 
of a befitting memorial of the late Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose. One V.K.C, Ramalingam Nadar of 27- 
Cemetery Road, Madras, has reportedly been in 
correspondence with the Reserve Bank Hqrs. in Bombay 
on this issue. 

Sheel Bhadra Yajee claims that the above- 
mentioned amount of Rs.48 crores has now become 
Rs.114 crores due to devaluation of rupee and 
cumulative interest.

2. We have re-examined the above case. As earlier mentioned 

in the Ministry's O.M. of even number dated 14.7.1987, we had A. 
taken up this matter with the Reserve Bank o.f India on several ' ' 
occasions when demands were made by one Shri V.K.C. Ramalinga 
Nadar of Madras that his grand parents had deposited money and 
gold coin with the Azad Hind Bank in Burma and that this money 
amounting to Rs.48 crores approx, was transferred to Reserve 
Bank of India, Calcutta. Shri Nadar had claimed money as survi- 
ving heir. The RBI has reported that the Bank is not aware of v 
the transfer of assets worth Rs.114 crores which are stated to 
have been transferred to the Govt, of India by the Government 
of Burma, Japan and Singapore, No evidence of any money having, 
been received by its Calcutta Office is available with the RBI 
either.

3. Shri Nadar had produced extracts from some old files 
of the erstwhile Political Department and War Department, pre- 
sently with the National Archives and had based his claim on 
the basis of notings in those files. These are mentioned in 
Shri Nadar's letter dated 1 6 • 6 « 87 ( copy already sent to Ministry 
of Home Affairs). Subsequently, Shri P.R . Kumaramanga 1 atn , M.P. 
had also sent a letter together with a detailed resume of the 
various correspondence Shri Nadar had with different authorities 
and the notings on the files to late Political Department, Shri 
Nadar had again quoted extensively from the files kept in National 
Archives, This letter together with its enclosures has also* 
been sent to Ministry of Home Affairs on 4.12.1987 vide letter

4. In the circumstances explained above, it is for the Minis- 
try of Home Affairs to verify the veracity of the claims of Shri 
Nadar with reference to the files quoted by him and take further 
action.
